(ations and ſuggeſtions, he cauſed to be pꝛoclaimed, that no 
Chꝛiſtian ſhould be ſuffered: whe an infinite num- 
ber were llaine, this was about the yeere 2 o 5. thecrimes

dꝛia. The places where theſe perſecutions raged were A- 
frica, Alexandzia, Cappadocia, and Carthage. The number 
infinite : of which the firſt was Leonides, the father of Ori · Lzonides, 
gen, who although he were but of the age of ſenenten yrs, 
greatly deſtred to haue ſuffered with his father, had not

Sher was put 
to death by one Baſilides, a Captaine of the armie, who 
ſhewed her ſome kindnelle in rep2eſſing the rage of the 
multitude:wherefoze ſhe thanked him and ſaide, ſhe would 
pꝛap fo2 him. Now this Baſilides being required a while 
after to giue an oath in a matter by the Idols, and the Em⸗ 
perour (as themanner of the oath was) refuſed ſo to doe, 
confeſſing hmſelfe to bee a Chꝛiſtian, and was beheaded foz 
the faith. 

At that time, there was one Alexander , who after 
great tozmentes, eſcaped aliue, and was after warde Bi- 
ſhoppe of Yieruſalem, together with Narciſſus, who being 
th:eſcoze and thꝛee pteres olde, was vnweldy to gonerne 
alone. He continued Biſhop in Vieruſalem 40. peeres, till 
the perſecution of Decius, and there ereded a famous libꝛa⸗ 
ry, where Euſebius had his chiefelt helpe in w2iting his ec⸗ 
cleſtaſtical hiſtoʒy. He wꝛote alſo diners Epiſtles, and licen- 
ſed Origen to teach openly in his Church. at length being 
very aged was bꝛought to Ceſarea vnder Decius, where 
after his conſtant confeſſion the ſecond time, he died in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon. 

Under Seuerus, ſaffered alſo Andoclus, whome po- 
lycarpus had ſent befo2e into Fraunce: who wasappzehen- 
ded of Seuerus, andfirlt being beaten, with bats, was after- 
ward beheaded. 

In that time Aſclepiades confeſſedalſo,and ſuffred much, 
and was after oꝛdeined Biſhop of Antioch, and continued 
there 7. peeres.

with ſtaues and clubbes, and with ſhar pe redes his 
ace 
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face, and eyes, and after warde in the Suburbes ſtoned him 
to death. Then twke they Quinta, a faithfull woman, and 
bound her fete, and dzew her thzough the ſtreetes, vpon the 
barde ſtones. And ſo( daſhing her againft the milſtones ) and 
ſcourging her with whips, ue her in the Suburbes ol the 
Citie. This done, they ſpoyled all the Chziſtians, who auoi- 
ded the City, and toke the loſe patiently. Among other that 
were taken there was one Apollonia, an auncient Uirgin, Apollonia. 

whom they bꝛought fozth, and daſhingal her teeth out of her 

ia wes, made a great fire befo2e the Citie, thꝛeatning to caſt 

her into the ſame, except ſhe would denie Chꝛiſt. Whereat 

ſe ſtaping a while, as one that would take a pauſe, ſodain⸗ 
ly leapt into the middeſt of the fire, and ſo was burned,

Allo one Iſchrion, being oktentimes moued by his maſter 
to do (acrifice,and he refuſtng-was of him run thꝛough with 


a pinke, and ſlaine. In theſe times, infinite numbers widzed 


in wilderneſſes, ſuffering hunger, coide , danger of wilde 
beaſtes: in the number ot whom was Cheremon, Biſhop 
ofa towne called ilus, an aged man: who with his wile, 
ping to the mountain ot Arabia, could neuer (although they 
were ſought az) heheardof. And manyother taken ot the 
W Arabiãs, could ſcarcely be ranſomed fo: * 
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At the ſame time Dioniſius Alexandrinus (out of whoſe Diovifus. 


theſe perſecutions ) ſuffered much afflicton,and had ſtraunge 
deliverance. Once the meſenger was ſtroken blind, and 
could not find his houſe , beyng a Farmer of Sabinus: at 
length after th2& dayes he was commaunded ol God to fly, 
and ſo did: but after ward comming to Jeruſalem , he was 
taken and bꝛought by ſoldiours to Tapoſixis, where Timo- 
theus being from home and returning, & finding Dioniſius 
and others taken, and all the reſt fled, he fled away alſo, and 
meeting a neighbour of his, and aſked whether he went, de⸗ 
clared all the matter ſimply, Which done, the man went on 
as he was purpoſedto a marriage, and tolde the company 
what was done, which theyhearing, burſt out of the houſe in 
the night ſeaſon (as the manner of marriages was in that 
time) making toward the pꝛiſoners with great ſhowting: - 
whereat they that appꝛehended the p2iſoners being afraid, 
left them, t ran away.

cer taine day when a ſolemne feaſt of Mars was celeb2ated 
with games, in the Zyeatoz of Ceſaria, he came thether;e 
gat vp to the higheſt place of the Theatoz: and vtteredhim- 
ſelfs a Chziſtianin the hearing of all the people: whereupon 
after he had endured many e greeuous fo2ments, ths ſhiriffe- 
allaped by flattery : whichwhen it would not pꝛeuaple, het 
cauſed him to be had out of the Citie to be burned , which 
was accompliſhed, and ſuffered of him with patience.Like- 
wiſe ſuffered Menas an Egyptian ſouldier after that in like 
ſoꝛt with Gordius , he had declarsd himſelfe to be a Chzt- 
ſtian in the citie of Cotis , where after dinerſe tozments, by 
the commaundement of Pirrhus the Pzeſident , be ſuffered 
the lolle of his head. 
Baſilius mentioneth of 40. marty2s in a Sermon, which 40 marty;s, 
were gentlemen, yongall,that pzofeſſed themſelues chꝛi- 
ſtians, and went boldly vnto the Parſhall, e declared vnto 
him their names: wherat he was firſt aſtonied, + not pzeuai- 
ling with flattering wozds 4 faire pzomiſes : deuiſed anew 
toꝛment, and cauſed them to ſtand all night (inthe winter) 


En pond which was in the midſt of the citie, and lay 
D 4 full 
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fall vpon the cold Nozthwind , In the moꝛning they were 
found ſtarke and ſtiffe, yet hauing bꝛeath, were bꝛought to 
the fire to be burned. Nowone of them moꝛe ltuely then the 
reſt was pitied of the tozmento2s , who ſaid to his mother 
ſtanding by, that they would ſave him aliue: but ſher with 
herowne handes bꝛought him to the pile of wad where the 
reſt lay, admoniſhing him to accompliſh the bleſſed tourney 
be had faken in hand ? 

The like ſtozy repoꝛteth Nicephorus of foztie martyꝛs 
that were maried men, which were killed in a ponde at Se⸗ 
beſtia a towne of Armenia. 

An this perſecution ſuffered alſo Cyrus a Phyſition, 
bozne in Alexandꝛia, who flying into Egipt in the perſecu- 
tion of Diocleſianus and Maximinianus, led a ſolitary life 
in Arabia: vnto him reſozted one loannes boꝛzne in the ti⸗ 
tie of Edeſla beyond Euphzates ; leaning his ſouldiers life 
which befoze time he had ererciſed..$ow theſe twaine hea⸗ 
ring ol the inpꝛiſonment of Athanaſia with her thzee daugh- 
ters, Theoctiſte, Theodota and Eudoxa, at the perſecution 
of Canope a citie in Egipt,came to confirmethem:at which 
time Sirianus was the chiefe Captaine and Lieftenant of 
Egipt (who was very cruell eſpecially again women and 
mapdens) whereof they being accuſed and in no ſoꝛt yel- 
ding to do ſacrifice , were put to death by the ſwozd, with 
Athanaſia and her th:e& daughters. 

1 Sebaſtian beyng boꝛne in that part ot France which is... 
called Gallia Narbonenſis , was Lieftenant generall of 
the vauward of Diocleſian the Emperour » andencouraged 
many marty2s of Chꝛiſt by his exhoztations : whereof be- 
vng accuſed to the Emperour > was commaunded to bee 
bꝛought into-þ opt field, where of his owne ſouldiers he was 
ſhot thzongh with innumerable arrowes,and after his _ 
was thzowne into a Jakes.

embers, he ſaying the Pſalme: Bleſſed is the Lord my God 


who teacheth my hands to fight, &c. 1 

Under Diocleſian, : Maximinian, ſuffered Agricola, and Agricola 
Vitalis his ſeruant : Vitalis died in extremitꝑ of toꝛ ments, A- Vitalis. 
gricola was faſtned to the troſſe, and ſo died. 
But molt lamentable was the martpꝛdome of Vincen- Vincenrius 
tius aSpantard, who ſuffered martirdom at Ualence vnder 5 
Darianus the :of whom he was ſo racked, that ali 
the ioynts ol his body cracked: then was his body indented 
with man deadly wounds: and thirdly, his fleſh was toꝛne 8 
with vꝛon combes ſharply fyled, and that the tozmentozs 
ſhould be the mozeegar-they were alſo ſcourged. This done Ze mentoꝛs 
they laid his body vpon a grate of y2on, and hauing opened ccourged. 
it with hokes, they ſeared it withfiery plates, ſpzinckling 
the ſame with hotte ſalt. And laſt of all, they dzew him into 
a dungeon ſpꝛinckled with ſharpſhelles, and locked his feet

About the ſame time, Anno 995. Aldwinus, Biſhoppe, 


tranllated the bodie of Saint Cutbert from Cheſter ( which 


firſt was ina Noztherne Jland, then at Nocheſter, ) to Du- 
relind, oꝛ Durelin, whereupon the Biſhoppes Sea of Du⸗ 
refine firſt began. 

This king was greatly vered with the Danes and was 
faine to rederme peace with great ſummes of money, pere⸗ 
lie, which was called Dane · gelt, from x. thouſand, to xl. thou⸗ 
ſand a pere. An. 1000. In the rri-of his reigne, he married 
with Emma, daughter to Richard D. of No2mandie, which 
cauſed the king to haue great confidence in himſelfe: and by 
pꝛeſumption thereof, ſent ſecrete , and ſtraight Commiſſi- 
ons, tothe Rulers of euerie towne in the lande, that vpon 
Saint Brices day, at a certaine houre appointed the Danes 
ſhould be ſodenly llaine, which was in like manner perfo2- 
med. But the Danes, and their king, hearing thereof, en · 
tered againe , and made great waſte . In ſo much, that the 
king was fapne to take peace with them: andgaue to Ring 
Swanus, thirtie thouſand poundes: whereupon he returned, 
But the peace laſted not long, fo2 the nert yeare,one named 
Turkillus,a Pzince of the Danes, inuaded againe, and was 
fayne to be pleaſed with giftes . Do the inuaſion of the 
Danes, andthe moleſting of Engliſhmen by them, neuer 
— : wherewith the Countrey was bought to great 
milerie. 

After this, Swanus, the king of Danes who had made a 
conenant of peace befoꝛe with the K.bzakeit: and hearing 


ofthe increaſe ofhis people in the land, came, andlanded in 


Noꝛthum bot lande, and there pꝛoclapmed bimlelfo king of 
the Land. 

Alter much deſtruction in other plates, at length he came 
to Canterburie. which he beſieged, and was reſiſted twenty 
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(whom the Biſhop had pꝛeſerued from death befoze) wan 
it, and toke the gods of the people, and ſet the towne on 
tre: and titded the Wonkes of Saint Auguines abbey : - Monkes titben 
killing nine by ccuell tozment, andke&ping the tenth aliue, the .

The king hauing this, ſtraight began with the Jnferio2s 
ofthe Church, that had bꝛoken his lawes: as Felons;Rob - 
bers; Quarrellers; Bꝛeakers of the peace; and Murtherers: 
whereof, inoze then an hundzed , were p2oued at that tune 
vpon the Cleargie. 

This, Thomas could not abide, as derogating from the li- 
bertie af holy Church. The king on the contrar ie part, was 
greatly incenſed, and cauſed him to be cited to appeare on a 
certaine day, at the Town of Nozthhampton: where Tho- 
appeared not, but ſente another. This the king take in 
great diſpleaſure, and laid diuers actions againſt him, ot re- 
conings, c. 

The other Biſhops endenoured to perſwade Thomas, to 
conſider what he did, and not to ſtande ſo ſtiflie againſt the 
king: others encouraged him: and at laſt they agreed with 
common conſent, to cite him vp to Rome vpon periurie,and 
appointed him his daye of appearance . Which whenthe 
Archbiſhop heard, he alſo ſent to Rome: to whom the Pope 
directeth againe his letters of comfozt , that made Becker 
till to hold himſelfe ſtout againſt the King, who was ſoin- 
cenſed againſt him, that if he had not fledde the Court, he had 
bene laid in pꝛiſon, ſoꝛ not anſwering to certaine accompts 
the king had to charge him withall. But he ſped him away, 
changing his name, and calling 'himſelfe Derman: and ta- 
king ſhippe at Sandwich led into Flanders, t from thence 
to Ludouicus the French king: who (notwithſtanding Let- 
ters, and requeſt to the contrarie) gaue him entertainment, 
and wꝛote to the Pope in his behalfe: and ( although the R.

William Withers ſurnamed Twynge, thers. 
The Pope hearing of this, ſendeth his letters to the king 

bpon the ſame , thzeatning him with excommunication, to 
ſearch out the doers of the fact, e to puniſh them acco2dings 
ly: likewiſe he ſent the ſame charge to Peter biſhop of Min⸗ 
cheſter, and to the Abbot of Saint Edmunds, to inquire in 
the South partes:to the biſhop of Durham, and the Archb. 
of Pozke,and fo Maſter Iohn Chanon of Pozke a Romane, 
to inquire in the Nozth partes foz the ſaid malefactozs. o 
that earneſt inquiſition,being made, diners were found fa- 
uourers, and divers euen of þ cleargy:but the chiefe authoz 
was ſuppoſed to be Hugo de Burge, L. chiefe iuſtice, who 
both with the kings letters, 4 his own,foztified þ doers ther- 
of, that no man durſt inferrupt them, Pozeouer,in the ſame 
- ſociety, was R. Twinge, who of his'owne voluntary accozd 
came to the king, and pꝛoteſted himſelfe to be the Authoz of 
the fac, becauſe that by the ſentence of the B. ol Rome, and 
frandulent circumuention of the Jtalians,he was bereaued 
of the patronage of his benefices,hauingno moze fo giue but 
that one. Then the king, and other executozs ot the Popes 
commandement, counſelled him to offer himſelle to the pope 
to be abſolued, and there to make declaration of his cauſe, 
The king allo wzote letters in the behalfe or his Souldiers, 
requiring fauourable audience. At the requeſt whereof, P. 
Gregorie, both releaſed him ofthe ſentece,and reſtozed him 
to his Patronage. But the grudge againſt Hubert did not ſo 
ende, foz the Biſhops conſpired againſt him : and firft com- 
meth Peter, B. of Mincheſter, to the R. with greenous com⸗ 
plaints:and ſo pzeuayled with him, that he cauſed the 1. oz 
Hubert to be put from his office, and pꝛocured Steeuen Se- 
graue to be placed in his rome. And afterward , the R. was 
moꝛe t moze kindled 1 him, and called him to ang. 
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fo2 old matters whereof he had the hand of the king to ſhe o 


- foz his diſcharge, which not withſtanding was not accepted: 


the biſhop of Wincheſter replying , that the charter of king 
Iohn had no fo2ce after his death, but that ye may now(ſaid 
h&(be called to reckoning of this king fo2 the ſame 

The iniuries alſo, damages w2ought againſt the clarks 
of Kome, and the Jtalians, and the Popes Legates, were 
obiected againſt him, with dinerſe other crimes concerning 
the eſtate #c. Wherevnto he was required to anſwere by 
oꝛder of law. Hubert then ſeing himſelfe in ſuch a ſtraight, 
refuſed to anſwere pꝛeſently, but required reſpite, becauſe 
the matters were waighty which the king obtected vnto 
him: which was graunted til the 14. dap of September; but 
in the meane time fear ing the king; he fled from London to 
the pzio2y of Merton, and was deſtitute on euer ũde:ſauing 
onely that Lucas Archb. of Dublin, with inſtant pꝛaiers, x 
teares, laboured to the king foz him . When the day was 
come, that Hubert muſt appeare,keping amõgſt the monks 
of Perton,he durſt not ſhewe himſeife : whereat the King 
being offended, directed his letters in all haſt to the mapoꝛ of 
London:commaunding him to muſter, and take vp all that 
could beare harneſſe in London , and by fozce of armes, to 
bing him Hubert either quicke, oz dead, out of Merton: 
which was accompliſhed. And on the next moꝛow, the Lon⸗ 
diners( who hated Hubert) iſſued out with twenty thouſand 
men, and ſet foꝛ ward foward the Abbey of Merton, where 
Hubert was pꝛoſtrate befoze the Altar, commending him- 
ſelfe to God. 

Jn the meane ſeaſon , while the Citizens were on their 
tournie,it was ſuggeſted to the king by Radolph, Biſhop of 
Chicheſter, and Loꝛd Chancellour,that it was dangerous to 
raiſe vp the rude multitude foz feare-of ſedition.Poꝛeouer. 
what ſhalbe faid(quoth he)among the Frenchmen , e other 
Nations, but thus (ieſtingly, and in mockerie) ſee what a 
kinde birde is this young king of England, that ſecketh to 
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deuoure his olde Nurſe, vnder whoſe winges he hath biene 
b20yght vp in his youth ? WWith which wozds the king be- 
ing moued, ſent in all haſt after the armie , willing them to 
retire. One ol the Peſlengers(foz he ſent two) made great 
perde. and {he wed the kings pleaſure in god time: the other 
(deſiring the deſtruction of Hubert) lingred in his may, and 
natwithſtanding he rode but a ſoft pate, ſel of his boale,that 
by chance ſtumbled, and baake his neck. 

Atter this the Archb. ol Dublin, withgreat ſviteintrea- 
ted, and obteyned ofthe N. tograunt Hubert reſpite tilbthe 
ij. of Fanyary-to pꝛouide him ot his anſ were. Whereupon, 


Hubert taking ſome confidence, and as it were) camming to 


hunſelfe) toke his igurney to @-Edmendſburte , where his 
Wife was: and palling th2ough Eſſer, inned at a certayne 
LCowne, belonging 
the king was certiſied, ( fearing leaſt. he ſhould make ſome 
tommotion in the Realme) ſendety in haſtie anger after 
him ir Godfrey Crancombe, knigbt with 
manding them vnder paine of hanging, that thon ſbaulde 
bꝛing him to the Tower af London. Mbich commandemẽt 
was actompliſhed in haft . Hubert hauing intelligence of 
their comming, (raſe aut of his bed; nakedas he was )t ran 
to the Chappell nere to the Inne where he was, and there 
with one hand holdeth the crofſe, and with tho other the ſa- 
crament of the :Lo2des bodie. Godfrey entering the 
Chappell with his armed Souldiers, and taking the Croſſe

the king ſendeth him back againe to the Chappel, by ß ſame 
Souldiers that bzonght him out befoꝛe: and geueth charge 
vnder paine of hanging, te the =heriffes of Bartfo2d , and 
Efex, that in their owne perſons, with the ſtrength of both

In this meane time, Radu! ohs; Earle of Cheſter, and 
Lincolne which was one of the greateſt enemies he had, 
died / Hubert yet continued encloſed in the Chappell, vn- 
till his two ſeruaunts ( which miniſtred vnto him) were

In the time that Hubert was ſecluded frõ the king. nene 1233 
bare ſway vnder him but Peter B. ol Mincheſter: by whoſe peter bichoy of 
counſcll the natur all ſeruitours of the king were remwued, Wincheſter, 
and ſtraungers placed in greateſt offices, To him were toy- 
ned beter de Riuallis his coſin, who hadcomitted to him all 

the great holds t munitions of the realme. Stephen Segraue 
who ſucceded Hubert, t Robert Paſſelew, who had the ke- 
ping ot the treaſure vnder Peter Riuall: ſo that by theſe, all 
the affaires ofthe realme were o2dered:t wherofthe nobles: ., 
coplaining , thzough the biſhops means could haue no audi⸗ 
ence. So that they ſent wozd fo the N. that vnleſſe he would 
without al delay ſeclude from him Peter 1B of Mincheſter, 
and other Alians of Pictama , they would with the comon 
coſent of the realme, diſplace him of his kingdome. At which They wouta 
meſſage the king was much perplexed ; but Wincheſter dilplace the 
w22ught fo with him, that the king warred vpon the Pars ing. ;

1 2 3 4. declared 
boldly in the name of the Loꝛds (the king being in counſel] 
at Weſtminſter) that the counſell which then he followed 
was daungerons,both to him and the realme, Adding moze- 
ouer except he would in ſhozt time refozme himſelſe, they 
would p2oce&d by cenſure of the Church againſt him: theſe 
wo2des of the Biſhops beyng ſpoken , the king required a 
little time of reſpite to aduiſe him, ſaping: that he could not 
ofa ſudden remoue his councell from hun, befoze he had en- 
tredhis accompt with them of his treaſures comitted vnto 
them, and ſo the aſſembly bꝛake vp, 
Pot long after this Edmund the archb.was inueſted in pþ 
church ol Canterbury : who ſhoztly after his conſecration, 
about the monethof Apꝛill coming with his Suffragans to

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He expelled alſo the Pictagians, ſent Edmund, the Arch - Pictautans 
biſhop, with Cheſter, and Rocheſter, td intreate of peace *rveiled.' 

But 
in the meane time, while theſe things were doing in Eng- 
land, Richard, Earle marſhal, by the falſhod ofthe Biſh. of 
Wincheſter, and Peter Riuall, fo2ging the kinges letters to 
the Jriſhmen againſt him: and partly by the conſpiracte of 
Gilbert de Moriſco, was circumuented by the Jriſhmen in 
warre:and there taken, and wounded, and by them ( thꝛough 
the meanes of his Surgion ) ſlaine Catini in kl. 
About this time great laughter was or thẽ which are cal- ane daun. 
led Carini, about the parts of Almaine: they were eſteemed 
of pope Gregoric,and the papiſtes, fo: beretikes; but what 
their opinions were, it is not certaine. Pariſi. 

In like ſoꝛt, the Albingenſes in great number were ſlain Albingenſes 

by pope Gregory in a tertaine plain in Spaine. Pariſ. fo. 87 Maine. 
The king hearing of the death of the Earle marſhal,mave 
great lamentation {o2 him. 

At Gloceſter, the Archb. with the biſhops,declared to the 
R. the conditions of peace: 4 deſired p he would be reconciled 
fo the Nobles, t thoſc he had baniſhed the Realme.Whers 
bpon, the King directed his letters, and gaue ſafecondu to 
all the exiles, that they ſhoulde repaire to him about the 
beginning of June at Gloceſter. Wherevppon firſt com- 
meth to the King, Hubert, offering himſelke to the kinges Hubert com. 
godwill, and fauour ; whom the king with cherefull coun- meth to the K. 
tenaace,emb2aced:reſtozing vnto him, all that he had taken 
krom him, of liuing, and poſſeſſions : and after him came o⸗ 
thers that were imb2acedofthe king, and receiued into fa⸗ 
uour againe , and thoſe that were befoze high in the Ringes Rrconciliation 
fauoz,rep2oued and reieded, and among other matters, foz 
the death of the Earle mar ſhal. 

The ſa:ne peere the peace grew in England diſlentid fel Oimention be⸗

The Pope oz the pope to excommunicat any citizen, noꝛ ſuſpend the cis 
greaterthen tie with any interdiction foꝛ any maner excefſe. The Pope 
aux man. anlwered, that he is leſſe tha God, but greater than any ma, 
therefo2e greater then any Citizen: yea greater then King 
o Emperoꝛ: and fozſomuch as he is their ſpiritual father, he 
ought, and lawfully may chaſtiſe his childꝛen. Foz this, and 
other controuerſies,ſuch diſſention aroſe, that the pope with 
his cardinals, remoued to Peruſium:but the Romans ouer⸗ 
thꝛew diuers of his houſes in the citie. Mherefoꝛe he did ex- 
communicate them. The Romanes then flying to the Em- 
peroꝛ, deũred his atde:but he gathered an ariny, and to plea- 
lure the Pope, went againſt them, and iopned with the 
Popes army:whoſe Captains were, the Carle of Tholouſe 
(to purchaſe the popes fauour) and Peter the fozeſaid B. of 
Wuincheſt, who toyning together with the emperour, vered 
the citizens greatly, who with the nuͤber of a hundꝛed thou⸗ 
ſand without oꝛder, iſſuing out with purpoſe to deſtroy Ui⸗ 
terbium the popes cities, were deſtroied theſelues(in great 
number) of their enimies On both partes were llaine 
30. thouſand But the moſt part were of the Citizens. This 
diſſention continued long after.

Jn "which Parlement, a certain wife Nobleman , called 
Peter de Cugnerijs, being one ofthe kinges Countell, roſe 
vp, and ſpake on the kings behalfe , taking foz his Theame, 
Render vnto Cæſar that which is his, and vnto God that 
which is Gods: which he p2olecuted very effeauallie , and 
deliuered a bil of 64. articles foherin the Spiritualty vſur- 
ped vpon the tempoꝛaltie:and gaue the Pzelates time to'de- 
liberate: which was, til the Friday nert enſuing. 

On which day, the B. Edwine, and Archb.of &.Senon, 
elec, in the name of the whole Clergie, anſwered foz them 
all befoze the Ring, and endeuoured to pꝛoue, that a perſon 
eccleſiaſticall, might haue tempoꝛ all inriſdiction , by the ex- 
ample of Melchizedech, who was k of Salem, Pꝛieſt, ic. 
And in the concluſion of his replie, ſaid, becauſe a bylofma- 
ny articles was exhibited, parte whereof did infringe the 
whole Eccleſiaſticall iuriſdiction:to the defence wherof, wee 
wil ſtand vnto þ death(ſaidhe:)ſome other of them, contain 
onelie certayne abuſes which we belteue none ſuch to be:

Lord. thou art our refuge, ) extolled 
the kings per ſon, ſitting with his Barons and — 
about him, and pꝛoſecuted an anſwere to the Loꝛd Peter of 
Cugners oꝛation, and pꝛoued both \wozdes to belong vnto 
the Pope: and anſwered particularlie the Articles aboue 
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The next Friday after this the P2elates aſſembled a- 
gaine at Uicenas befoze the king, to heare their anſwere, 
where the Lozd Peter of Cugner (beyng P2olocutoz foz the 
king) twke fo2 his Theame , J am peace vnto you, do not 
feare:where vpon he ſignified that they ſhould haue no feare 
no2 be troubled fo2 any thing that there had bene ſpoken; 
fo2 that the entent of the King was to kerpe the rites of the 
Church and Pꝛelates, which they had by law, and by god 
and reaſonable cuſtome, but yet pꝛoued that the knowledge 
of ciuill cauſes belonged not to them, which notwithſtan- knowledge of 
ding, he ſaid, the R. was ready to heare the info2matis of the ciuill cauſes 
that would inffruc him of any cuſtome : and thole cuſtomes — not 
which were god t realonable he would obſerue : which an⸗ eke. 
ſwere liked not the B. Edwin, but he replied again in þ pꝛe⸗ 
lates defence:and in c6cluſion beſ&eched the N. that it would 
pleaſe him, to giue them a moze comfoztable anſwere, i that 
they might not depart from his p2eſence all penſine and (ad, | 
whereby occaſion might be giuen to the Laitie, to impugne 
the rites and liberties of the Church.

Pope ſent an anſwere (but when) it is not reco2ded) ſauing 
that the yeare following, Anno 1374. there was a frac- 
tation at 52uges vppon certaine of the ſaid articles be- - 
t wirt the King and the Pope, which did hang two peres in 
ſuſpence: ſo af the length it was thus agreed bet wirt 
them, that the Pope ſhould no moze vle theſe reſeruati⸗ 


ons of Benefices in Englande : and likewiſe the King he P. would 


ſhoulde no moꝛe gine Benefices vppon the Witte Gua 
re impedit, cht. But nothing was touched concerning 
the fredomes of elections confirmed by ihe Petropoli- 
tanes. 

As touching theſe reſernations , pzoniſions and collati- | 
ons; with the elections of Archbiſhops, Biſhops, beneficed 
men, ec. wherewith the Pope vered the lande, the king in 
the ſiue and twentie pere of his reigne, enacted ( acco2ding 
to the Statute made in the thirtie yeare of the reigne ol his 
Grandfather king Edward the firſt) againſt the like pillage 
and rauening ( but not put in p2acile) reuiued it, andinlar- 
ged the ſame: adding ( moꝛeouer) thereunto, other ſtraight 
and ſhar pe penalties, againſt ſuch as offended in any parte 
ofthe ſame. 

And in the Parlements holden the 27. and 28. veares of 
his reigne, it was decrad,that whoſoeuer ( fozanycaule of

Upon Wickliffes concluſions were eramined, Nicholas 
Herford,Phillip Repington,and Iohn Aſhton bachelers of 
diuinitie, who at length with ſom what ado, confeſſed Wic- 
kliffes articles fo be heretical 02 erronious,after a ſoꝛt ſome 
of them being taken, + in ſome ſenſe conſtrued: which kind 
of anſwere, becauſe it pleaſed not the pzelats,they were ap- 
pointed to be examined againe of certaine ſpeciall points, 
where their anſwers was not direct and ſull befoze.

In this meane time, it is not certainly knowne „ what 
became of Wickliffe but as it may bee gathered out of Wal- 
den, it appeareth that he was baniſhed; but wer ſoeuer he 
were, at that time hee wzote a letter to Pope Vrban 
the lixt, purging himſelle therein: and alſo in the ſame 
declareth a bziefe confeſſion of his faith. But this Pove 
Vrban otherwiſe called Turban, was ſo hotte in his warres 
againſt Clement the French Pope, his aduerſarie; that 
he had neither leyſure, noꝛ liſt to attend vppon Wicklifles 
matters, by reaſon of which ſchiſme, Wickliffe was in 
moe quiet.

mas Latimer, William Neuell, lohn Mountague, which 
plucked dolone all the Images in his Church. Veſide all 
theſe, was the Earle of Saliſbury, who foz contempt in

141 4. lohn Huſſe Wencelat de 
ied with 2. noble gentlemen, Wencelat de Duba, f P 9; 3 
Iohn de Clum, parted from Pꝛage toward Conllante, and 18 
in euery market towne,as he paſſed, he ſet vp waitings: in 
which he required, that ifany could lay hereſie to his charge, 
the y ſhould pꝛepare to met at the Councell: there he would 
be ready, to ſatiſtte the.When he was paſſed out of Boheme 
into Almaigne,he was greafly interfainedof the Citizens, 
and Burgeſſes, and ot the people, and kounde much ſayour, 
eſpecially at Nozimberge, 15 
In thie mean time, the greateſt aduerſary that Toh Huſſe 
had, Stephen Palletz a Bohemian, was come to the councel: 
but his companid, Staniſlaus znoma was not vet paſſed 
boꝛders of Boheme, when he was ſtricken with an Jin 
ſtume, whereof he died. Aſone as Palletz was come to C- 
ſtãce, he did aſſociate vnto him, one Michael de Cauſis, who 
was ſometime Curate of Pꝛage, and hauing couſened the 
Bing Vinceſlaus of a great ſumme of money, to renew the 
mines of gold in Gilozroy fled from one to Rome) he and 
Palletz ſometime of Huſſes Theſe 2 
the aduerſaries of Huſſe toveale againſfhim:which they did, 
t Ed2ew articles againſt him-eſpecially out ofhisbok 4e Fe- 
cleſia, t offred them vnto the cardinals,monks,zc..and did ſo 
incenſe them, that they determined to cauſe Iohn Huſſe to 
be laide handes on. 
The 26 dap, after Iohn Huſſe was come to Conſtance, lohn Huſſe 
the Cardinalles, thzough the inſtigation of Pallerz and "+0 Cen- 
de Cauſis, ſent the Biſhop of Angult, and the Biſhoppe of 
Trident, and with them the Archbozough of Conſtance, 
and a certaine knight to lohn Huſſes » which ſhould 
make repozt, that the Pope and Cardinalles willed __

to come and make account of his doctrine befoze them, as 
he had akt times delyzed: and that they were ready toheara 
him. Iohn Huſſe vnderſtanding of x 

to the Popes court. and being come befoze them. they. re- 
quired him to declare vnto them the pointes which were 
repozted of him to bes taught erronious , and againſt the 
Church, which lohn Huſſe was to doe, and pꝛoteſ- 


teach any doctrine that were not ſound . The Cardinalles 
ſaid,they liked that anſwere wel, and ſo went their way and 
left him, and maiſter Iohn Clum, vnder che cuſtody of armed 
8 — — at after none: at which time the 
Cardinalles aſſembled againe in the Popes court fo take 
toũſell what they might do with lohn Huſſe.

Ber was firſt appꝛehended in ths 
& dayesof Thomas Arundell, and abs 
fared afterward in the daies of Henry Chicheſly, Anno 
1 4 2 1. which was the peere befo2e his burning. The ſaid 
William Taylor appered againe in the conuocation befozg 
the Archbilhop, being bꝛought by the Biſhop of Wozcelter, 
hauing bene complayned ok, to haue taught at Bꝛiſtow 
theſe articles following, | 

That whoſoeuer hangeth any Scripture about his neck 
diſhonozeth God, and giueth it to the Diuell. That God 
onely1is to be adoꝛed. That Saints are not to be wozſhip- 
ped no2 inuocated. 

Theſe Articles hee denied that her pꝛeached of , but one- 
ly communed of the ſane :eſpecially vppon the ſecond and 
third, onely in way of reaſoning , and ſo bzought out of his 

boſome a Paper , tonteyning certaine Articles, with tefti- 
monies-of the Docozs alledged , and erhibited the ſams 
vnto the Archbiſhop : who deliuered it vnto Paiſter John 
Caſtell, and Rikinghale, the two Uicechancellours of Or- 
fozd and Cambzidge, and to Iohn Langdon Monke of 
Canterburie , who the Punday following, pzeſented the 
ſaid articles to the Archbiſhop and Pzelates as erronious : 
William Taylor beyng called, in concluſion 
was content to renoke the ſame , and foz bis penaunce 
was condemned fo perpetuall pzyſon : whereof notwith-

. © Foz the appeaſing of this diſſention, the Ambaſſadozs of 

Albert, king of the Romans, 4/of the other pzincesof Ger- 
mnany,alſembled together, firſt,at Noztmberg, where they 

could determine nothing; and againe at Frankfozd, to ap- 
peaſe the diſſention between the Councel and the Pope. In 
the meane time, the Emperours Ambaſſadozs,and the Am- 
7 baſſadozs of the eledoꝛs, went to Baſil, and conferring with 
the Ambaſadoursofother Pzinces,there they earneſtly de- 

fired the fathers ofthe Councell, that they would tranſpozt 
the councel to another place(the which only thing pope Eu- 
genius ſ&med al waies to ſæke and deſire) that either bee 
might therby deuide the fathers ofthe Councel, 02 take ay 
way their liberties.

who ſo rebelliouſly contemnedthe commaundement of the 
Church. Among theſe diuines, the chiefe ſt both in learning, 
and authoꝛitie, was the Biſhop of Ebꝛium, Ambaſſadour to 
the king of Caſtile, and a tertaine Scottiſh abbot: to whoſe 
reaſons, the reſt did conſent oz giue place: and ſo Eugenius 
was p2onounced both an heretike, and a relapſe . Eyght Fugenius es 
concluſions were there determined, and allowed amongſt nounced an be. 
them, which they called verities: the copie wherof they did *#tifee relapls 
diuulgate thozough al Chꝛiſtendome. 

The verities were theſe. That the Councell hath autho⸗ 
ritie aboue the Pope, That the Pope cannot tranſpozt ,noz 
pꝛoroge the general Councell, lawfully aſſembled, without 8. Gerities. 
the conſent of the whole. That he that reũſteth thoſe veri⸗ 
ties, is to be counted au heretike, That Eugenius the fourth 
had reſiſted thoſe verities. That Eugenius , being admoni- 
ſhed by the ſacred Countel, did recant the erro2s repugnant 


to thoſe verities. That the diſolution, oz trandationof te 


Councell, attempted the ſecond time by Eugenius , is a- 
gainſt the fozeſaide verities, That Eugenius, in going 
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N about i tis thecouncell againe, is fallen 
into his ſirſt rendkedierrours, That Eugenius beyng war- 
ned by the councell to giue ouer, and not withſtanding pers 
ſeuering and erecting acouncell at Ferraria, tewed bim- 
ſelfe thereby obſtinate. | 

When the Embaſſado;sof the councell were returned 
from Mentz, and that certaine repoat was made ofthe al- 
lowing of their decrees, the Fathers of the councell thought 
god to diſcuſſe the conclaſions/and verities of the diuines 
moꝛe at large: wherevpon by commanndement of the de- 
puties, all the Paiſters and Doctozgof the clergie, with the 
reſidue of the Pzelates , were called together into the chaps 
ferhouſe of the great Church,there rents ate and diſs 
cuſle the hereſte of Eugenius.

Panormitane@ a11gwed them, except Panormitane,Archbiſhop,whomuch 

diſputed againſt them. Like wiſe did the biſhop'of Burgen, 
the king of Aragons Almoner: vet did they not gainſay the 

3. firſt concluſions, but only thoſe wherein Pope Eugenius 

was touched. Panormitane greatly contending with the B. 
of Argens, lohn Segonius, and Francis de Felix, Diuines 
that Eugenius ſwas not relapſed, w2ought ſo, that the 
wo2de Relapſe, was taken out of the Concluſions 3 and in 
ſteade thereof,the woꝛd Pzolapſe put in. Neither durſt Pa- 
normitane himſelfe altogether excuſe Eugenius of hereſle, 
but defended moꝛe the firff reſolution, "han the ſecond; yet 
departedhe not without anſwere, foz ohn Segonius , an 
expert Diaine,fullie anſwered him, and ſcarſe could finiſh 
ks bis ozation without interruption: foz,Panormitane often-

The Biſhop of Bzurels, Ambaſſadoz foz the King of 
Spaine, did excellently pꝛoue, that the Councell was aboue 
the Pope: pet doubted hee whether they were verities of 
faith. TheK.of Arragons Almoſiner(being a craftie , and 
ſubtile man) did not directly diſpute vpon the concluſions, 
but picking out here and there, certaine arguments, ſought 
to hinder the Councell:againſt whonu, an Abbot of Scot- 
land and Tho.de Corcellis, did largely dilpute in defence ol 
the Concluſions. 
When the Diſputation was ended, and a finall conclu-

But Ludo- 
uicus, the Cardinall Arelatenſis, made an eloquent, and pi⸗ 
thie Oꝛation and perſwaded them to conſtancie, and to the 
maintenance ot᷑ the concluſions. 
And when he had made an end of his Dzation there was 
a great noiſe, crying out, and bꝛauling every where, Which 
when Ludouicus the Patriarche of Aquileia perteiued, het 
ſaide vnto Panormitaneſ. and vnto Ludouicus Pꝛothono⸗ 
tarie: doe not thinke the matter ſhall · ſo paſſe, you kno we 
not yet the manners of the Germanes: ſoꝛ if you goe foo2th 
on this faſhion, it will not be lawfullfoz you to departe out 
of this countrey with whole heads. | 
But lohn, Carle ot Dierſten, (who then ſupplyed the 
P2ofecto2s place) and the Citizens of Baũill, gaue aſſurance 
of ſafetie , and the Earle willed them to bee of god cheare: 
who, neuer diſcouraged at the Patriarches woꝛdes, and by 
an Jnterpzctoz declared, that his minde was not to thzea- 
ten, but to nouriſh the Fathers: they ſhould fozeſce, that they 
ſhoulo not depart from the councel, nothing being done, and 
furthermoꝛe, deſired pardon, if his woꝛdes had offended the 
Councel, Panormitane,02 any man. Bet fo2 al this the noy- 
ſes and cries, could not be ſtayed; fog, as often as men- 
tion was made of reading the Concordatum , great noyſe, 
and tumoꝛs were ſtill made to ſfoppe the ſame:ſo that Ami- 
deus Archbiſhop of Lyons, and Pꝛimate of all Fraunce, a 
man of great reuerence and authozity, was moued to ſpeake 
in the behalfc of the Concluſions, and to admoniſh them, not 
to geue care vnto the diſturbers of concoʒd. In the end, the 
Concordatum of the tj men, concerning the articles, were 
required to bee read by the Cardinall Arelatenſis, many 
whiſpering him in = eare,that he n goe een 
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Then Panormitane,aſſone as the concoꝛdatum began to 
be read, ring vp with his companions,4 the Aragons, tried

Pol withſtanding, amongſt all theſe troublous nopſes, loh. 
Sigonius, a ſingular diuine, of the Uniuerſitie ol Salamen- 
tine, had audience, and repꝛoued Panormitane, in that hes 
had concluded, without deciding ol the Deputies, and with- 
out examination ot twelue men, oꝛ any rite, o2 oꝛder:and ſo 
pꝛoceeded to exhoꝛt them to conſtancie, t not to depart with- 
out finall concluſion. 

In the meane time. many graue men erhozted Panormi- Panormitan 
tane, to gene ouer his concluſion ; but neither was he min- so bRinats. 
ded ſo to doe,no2 the Fathers determined to depart without 
a concluſion. All things were diſturbed, neither did the pꝛe⸗ 

' lates it in their ſeates:but as affection led them, ſome went 
to the Cardinall Arelatenſis, ſome to Panormitane . Then 
Arelatenſsſeing the matter to be in danger, and that theres 
was no readie way to make a concluſion , thought to vic 
ſome policie to appeaſe the multitude: and tolde "" 
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be had newes to declare them, where with they were mar 
uellous attentiue, and kept great filence. Eugenius meſſen- 
gers (ſaith he) hath filled all Fraunte, pꝛeaching a new doc⸗ 
trine,extolling the authoꝛitie of the Biſhop ol Nome aboue 
the ſacred councell, and therefoze the Councell muſt of ne- 
ceſſitie pꝛouide remedy : and to conclude, at the leaſt vppon 
the thze firſt verities, which the Fathers had done, euen 
as J alſo( ſaith he) do here conclude, in the name of the Fa- 
ther, Sonne, and Poly ghoſt . And when he had finiſhed his 
oꝛation, with a cherefull and mery countenance , riſing vp 
be departed : ſome of the kiſſed him, ſome of them kiſſed the 
ſkirfes of his garments,and commended his wiſedome, 

At is repoꝛted, that Panormitane, when he came to his 
lodging, and was gone to his chamber, complained with 
teares, that hee had both wittingly and willingly impug- 
ned the trueth. 


Eugenians, what was beſt to doe in this matter Some 
thought to leaue the Councel, other ſome to tarry, t to reſiſt, 
that nothing ſhould farther be done againſt Eugenius: and 
this opinion remained among them. 

The next dap after, being the 2 5. of Apꝛill, the Archb, of 
Lyons, and the Biſhoppe of Burgen calling together the 
Pꝛelates into the Chapter houſe ofthe great Church, began 
many things as touching peace . The Biſhop of Burgen 
perſwaded, that there ſhould be deputations appointed that 
day,vnto whom, the Archbiſhop of Lions ſhould geue po- 
wer to make an agreement. Unto whom it was ſaid , there 
could be no agreemet, befo2e the adnerſaries confeſſed their 
fault, and deſired pardon therefoze. Anon after, the Fathers 
ofthe Councel had dꝛawen out a ſoꝛme of a decree vpon the 
foꝛmer concluſions, and had appꝛoued the ſame in the ſacred 
deputations . By this time the Pꝛinces Ozatoꝛs were re- 
turned from the alſemblie at Pentz: and holding a Councel 
among them ſelues,they had determined to let the decree. 


After this, there was agreat conſultation among the

Mherein 
this was alſo contained, that the Cardinall Arelatenſis 
might appoint a Seſſion, whenloener he would: which ha- 
uing read, and beyng deſired by the pzomoters , concluded 
as the manner and cuſtome is. 

Whereof when the Pzinces Cmbaſſadozs which were 
in the quire vnderſtod, they bꝛake of their talke , and beyng 


much vexed, they imputed all to the 15. of Lubecke, which of 15 moe 


purpoſe had kept them in thequire,and p2otracted the time. 
Wherevpon they entring into the congregation, filled the 
houſe full of coplaints,4 greatly blamed Arelatenſis: which 
diuer ſe others did alſo,eſpecially the biſhop of Millane, rat- 
ling vpon him, calling him another Catiline, vnto whone 
all deſperate and naughty perſons had refuge. ATA 
To whom after Arelatenſis had made anſwere, he com- 
maunded the fozme of the decree to be reao . Then Panor- 
mitane and thoſe that were of his part, would nædes haue a 
certaine pꝛoteſtation firſt to be read. There was great con- 
tention on euery ſide : aotwithſtanding, at the laſt, Arela- 
tenſis pzeuailed, and the fo2me of the decree was read vnto 
this woꝛd Decernimus, that is, we decree. Then Panor- 
mitane riſing vp, would not ſuffer it to be cead any further, 
and the Biſhop of Patauia ſaid, that it was vncomelp, that 
Arelatenſis with a few Biſhops by name, ſhould conclude 
the matter : the like did alſo ail they that fauoured Panor- 
mitane The Cardinall of Terraconia alſo did grieuoully

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rebuke bis partakers, that _— not reade the pꝛoteſta- 
tion: and commaunded one of his familiars to read it . But 
the fathers of the Councell would not giue place to the rea- 


ding of the pꝛoteſtation. Which when Albinganẽſis did con- 


ſider, her ed the wziting to be giuen vnto him, 
s be began to ſpeake, ſuddely Arelatenſis roſe vp, with 
at number of the Fathers to depart : but by the means 
eorge the P:othonotary of Bardaxina, the multitude 
which were departing , were called backe againe, and the 
Cardinall and the Patriarch were required to ſit downe a- 
gaine,and that they ſhould not leaue the church void e quiet 
fo2 the aduerſaries: wherevpon ſuddenly all the whole mul 
fitude (at downe,and the gates were ſhut againe. 
In the meane time Matthæus Albin a B. read 
the pꝛoteſtation, to none elſe but to bimſelfe alone, lo: it 
could not be heard foz noiſe : which being ended, the Lum- 
bards and Cathelans confirmed the pꝛoteſtation: and after- 
ward by reaſon the Cardinallof Terraconia ſaid, he agreed 
to that diſſention, becauſe the @Tmbaſſadozs of his king dil 
ſentedfrom them, with him almoſt all the Arragons, Lom- 
bards, Cathelans departed: all the other taried ſtill. So A- 
relatenſis ſeing the cogregation quiet, willed the cöcluſtons 
t fozme of the decre to be read againe ( There remained in 
the congregation the Em baſladours of the Einppꝛe, and of 
France, taſking together of their aſtaires) Notwithſtanding 
the B. ol Turnon heard mention made of the concluſions, t

Not long after the impudent dealing of Frier Tecelli- 
s, ſteppeth out one Silueſter de Priero, a Dominike Fri. 
er, which publiſhed rayling dialogues againſt Luther. Unto 
whom Luther made anſwere againe. 

Next after this Silueſter. ſtepped vp Eckius , and impug- 
ned the concluſions of Luther. With whome encountred D. 
Andreas Bedenſteme, Archdeacon of Wittemberge , mas 
king his apologie in the defence of Luther. | 

Afterwarde , Martin Luther was cited vp the 7. day of 

Auguſt, by one Hieronimus Biſhop of Aſcalon , to appears 
at Rome. The Univerſitie of Wittemberg hearing therof, 
directed vp their letters, with their publike ſeale, to the P. 
in Luthers behalfe. 
Duke Frederike alſo by his letters, ſued to Cardinall 
Caietanus, ( who was then at Auguſta,) that the cauſe of 
Luther might be freed from Nome, and remoued to Auguſta 
to the hearing of ths Cardinall. 
The Cardinal (at the Dukes ſuite)w2ote to the Pope, 
and receiued anſwere, that hee ſhoulde call Luther befo:e 
him at Auguſta: and if be foũd him obſtinate, that he ſhould 
inter did him with al his adherents. and mainteiners 2. 
ſoeuer, the perſon only excepte. 
The Pope allo diredeth other letters at the ſame time 
to Duke Fred. complayning with many greeuous woꝛds a⸗ 
gainſt Luther. 

Auout the beginning of Odober; MM. Luther came to Au- 
guſta, at the charges of the pzince Elecoz,and hauing obtei⸗ 
ned lalecondua from the Empe ros Maximilian, pzeſented

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himſelfto the cardinal:who pꝛopounded vnto him ; . things. 
1. That her ſhould reuoke his errours. 2. That he ſhould

After this, Luther pzepareth an anſwere by and by to 
Qietanus, teaching that the merites of Ch2iſt are not com- 
mitted to men: that the Pope may erre: that hee ought to 
bee repꝛehended: that authozitie of Scriptures ought to 
leadein matters of faith ; that the extrauagant containeth

The Cardinall woulde heare no Scripture, but com- 
maunded Luther to come no mo2e in his pꝛeſence, except 
bee woulde recant: vet Luther abode there ſtill, and depar- 
ted not. 

The Cardinall ſent foz Iohannes Stupitius, Uicar ofthe 
Auguſtines, and moued him earneffly to bzing Luther to 
recant of his owne acco2d. Luther tarried two daies after, 
and nothing was ſaide vnto him: the third day hee deline- Luther fud. 
red his minde in wꝛiting⸗ ſubmitting himſelfe, and promi . . 
ling. that he would haue moze moderation, and that ( tou- 
ching the matter of pardons ) hee would pzoccede no fur - 
ther .

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22 N and et vp his appeale, be departedfrom the 
After * departure, the Cardinall wꝛiteth a ſharp 
letter vnto duke Fredericke , declaring the dangerous doc- 
trine of Luther, and exhozteth the Duke to tender his owne 
honour and ſafetie , and to expell Luther ont of his domini- 
ons. Whereto the Dake anſwereth,both purging himlelfe, 
and Luther ; deſiring the Cardinall to be a meanes to the 
Pope, that innocencie and truth be not oppꝛeſſed, befoze the 
errour be lawfully conuided. This done, the Duke ſendeth 
the letter of the Cardinall to Luther: Luther wyiteth again 
to the duke, anddeclareth how be was dealt with at Augu⸗ 
ſta, what he offered, and how he attended, offering alſo him 
ſelle to baniſhment, to auopde the malice of his enimies : x 
no doubt, both the T uke and Luther were bzought info a 
ftreight. Jn which meane time, the Uninerſity ol Mitten 
berg wꝛote their letters in defence of Luther, which cauſed 
the Duke now ſeriouſly to hearken to his cauſe. This was, 
ann, 151 f. about the beginning of December. 
Jn the mean time, in the monethof Mouember, the pope 
ſendeth fozth new indulgentes into Germany, and into all 
quarters, with a new edict : wherein hedeclareth, that the 
biſhop of Kome hath power toreleaſe diſpenſe,and to grant 
indulgences auaileable, aſwell foz the liuing, as the dead: 
lying in the paynes of purgatoꝛie. 

Luther in the meane time, hearing how they minded to 
pꝛoteꝛde againſt him at Rome appealeth from the Pope to 


a generall Councell: which the Pope vnderſtanding, pzac- 


tiſeth with the Duke, by flatterie, and by ſecrete letters, to 
Noblemen of the Dukes Councel, that they might remoue 
the Dukes minde from Luther. But befoze Melitus his am⸗ 
baſadoz appzoached Germanie, Maximilian died, an. 1519. 
in the moneth of Januarie: and thzough the meanes of Fre- 
dcrike,Pzince Elecoz,the Empire fel to Carolus v. Am. 
N * auguſt. | 
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Jn the moneth of Juns befoze - there was a publike bil- 
putation oꝛdained at Lypſia,a citie in Miſina, vnder the do⸗ 
mins of George duke of Saronie, vncle to duke Frederick, 
Atthat diſputation Eckius and Caroloſtadius diſputed of 
fre will:and thether came Luther, and Phillip Melancthon, 
to heare what was done · Luther not minding» no2 purpo⸗ 
ling to diſpute : but there beyng pꝛouoked he diſputed with 
Eckius, of the Popes ſupzemacie, of Purgatozie, of Jndul- 
gences,andof Penance. This was in the moneth of July, 
an. 1519. About the beginning of which y&re Zuinglius Zuinglius. 
came firſf to Zurich, and taught: who at Zurick withſtod 
Sampſon a Frier, that came thither with the Popes pay 
dons. 

Ango 1530. the Doctozs and Friers of Lovane, and 1530

The officiall againe anſwered, 
that could not be pꝛooued, that the councels haue erred: but 
Luther pꝛomiſed to pꝛoue it: and now night appꝛoching, the 
Loꝛdes aroſe, and departed. Upon Friday following, the 
Emperour ſignified to the States of Germany, by his let- 
ters, that he minded to extirpate Martine Luther, and his 
doctrine.

-Afew daies after, a miniſter of the balley or Aulerne 
was taken pziſoner at Suſe, and (one after ſent to Turin, 
where he was condemned to be burnt, but the hangman at 
the time of the execution, fained himſelfe ſicke, and conueied 
bimſelfe away , and ſo did another ſerue them, wherovpon 
to pʒiſon, where after 
long and painefull ndurance,ſeing the — —— 
eſcaped and returned to his cur. 

Kom ſaure ytres being paſt, Anno t 5 5 9. — 
a peace concluded, betweene the French king and the king 
of Spaine : wherevpon, the countrie of Piedmount 
towns excepted, were reſtozedto the Duke of vn 
der whoſe regiment, the f2efaid Churches, andali other 
faithful people of Piedmontcantinyedingreat quietneſſe: 
the Duke himſell being cantented they Gould bie their foz- 
mer religion. But the Pope and his Cardinals coulde not 
beare it, and the popes Legat, who followed the Court, per · 
ſwaded the Duke by all meanes,not to ſuffer this people: þ 
peaple fo2eſreing their danger, wzote to the Duke with c6- 
mon conſent, ſhe wing, that the cauſe why they were ſo ha. 
ted, was their religion; which they deſired to be tried by the 
wozdof God: but it is not certaine, whether this aduertiſe⸗ 
ment were delinered to the Duke oz not: fo2, in the moneth 


of March following, there was great perſecution rapſed a⸗ 


mong the pw: Chzilfians which were at Carignon:among 
whom, there were cerfaine godly perſons, taken, t burnt 
within 4.dayes after: that is to ſay, one Mathurine and his 
wife, and Iohn de Carquignan, dwelling in the Ualley of

Th: of the moſt crueilperſons that couldbe found, wert 

appointed to execute this cmmiſſion.

Me was pers poco 
guiſitoz of the Komilh faith, and a falſe Apoftata,- - 
The ſecond was Collaterall Corbis, who(aftertheir "I 
fuſals of going tomaſe)vſed:to burne them within z. daies. 
But it is certainly repozted,that ſeeing the conſtancie, and 
bearing the confeion of the po2 martirs (feling a remozfe 
and to2zment in his conſcience) he gaue ouer, and pꝛoteſbed 
he would meddie no mos. rennen la 
Iuſtice, a cruel, and craft wꝛetch.

This Charles Eroucher and his bꝛother, did ſo intenſe 
the Dune againſt the pwꝛe people;with fallerepoztes; th if 
they perſwaded the Duke to builvefoztrefſes inthe Mun 
tains, and to place gariſons.

Iohns perceiuing that the hozſemen not onelp ſpopled 
their gods, but alſo caried their fellowes away pꝛiſoners, 
ſet vpon them: ſo they retired to Bubian, where their camps 
then was, and not one of them of S. Iohns ſlaine 02 hurt. 
It happened at the ſame time, that two of the foꝛeſaid 
hoꝛſmen, being ſoze amazed, galloped befoze 5 reſt towards 
the army. being ready to march towards Angroign crping: 
they come, they come: at whole cry the whole army was ſo 
aſtoniſhed , that every man fled his wap: + they were all ſo 
ſcattered,that the captaines that day were not able to bzing 


them info oꝛder againe,and vet no creature followed them. 


Dn the laturday mozntng the army muſtered in the me⸗ 
do w ground nere to Angroign: they ol Angroigne had ſent 
certaine to keepe the paſſages , and ſtop the army that they 
ſhouldnot enter, ik if were poſſible; the number was but 
few, who percejuing their enemies pꝛepar ed to fight, pzay- 
ed firſt of all to God to aſſilt them. When they perceyued 
their enemies comming toward them, the combat began 
and endured a long time inthe paſſages of Angroigne , At 
length the Maldois perceyuing themſelues oppzefſed with 
the multitude of their enemies, retyzed to the toppe of the 
mountaines, where they [defended themſelues till night. 
When they had found a place where they might withſtand 
their enemies, till purſuing them, they turned themlelues 
and ſlue diverſe of them, and hurt many. + 

When the euening came, the enemies reſted, & went a- 
bout to encãp thẽſelues, there foreſt al night. Which things

The next day after, there came letters to Angroigne frõ 
the L. of Trinitie, in which he excuſed the outrage that was 
done: and required them to ſhew themſelues obedient to 
the Duke. They againe coplaining of their wzongs,offered 


theſcluesw all obedience to be refozmed by  wozd of God, 


where they had erred , beſ&ching him, and all the Lozvs of 
Piedmont , to be their interceſſo2s to the duke in this behalf. 
Upon Punday being 4.of Nouember,the LU. of Trinitie 
ſent his army to Uillers, & Tailleret : the leſſer copany al- 
cended toward Uillers: the people ſeeing their enemies ap- 
pꝛoch. after they had with pꝛaier comeded thẽſelues to God, 
ſtrongly withſtod them, + ue many;many alſo were hurt, 
t ſome fled. The other copany aſcended toward Tailleret,x 
although they of p place were but few in nuͤber, that part 
of 9 army greater, vet making their pzaicrs,4commending 
their cauſe to God, they like wiſe defended thfſelues valiat- 
ly. In the meane ſeaſon, they of Uillers emboldned by their 
late victozy,came to aſſiſt their neighbozs, being aſſembled 
together,couragiouſly pur ſued their enemies, e put them to 
flight. In this purſuit, it chaunced that this poꝛe people by 
an am buch of their enimies, which came another way, were 
ſuddenly encloſed, and like to be deſtroied: but pet by Gods 
helpe they all eſcaped, and onely thꝛe hurt, which were fone 
cured again:on the enemies ſide there were ſo many flaine, 
that they lay together by cartlodes . The ſame dap alſo 17. 
of Roccapiata put to flight a great number of the inhabi- 
tants of Sanſon,nere to Koccapiata,that went thetper, and 

nm that he had. — 
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. After that the L of Trinity had reteiued the requeſt, and 


letters of the Angroignians, he ſent his ſecretary Gaſtant, 
to moue the people, to pꝛoſecute a ſupplication to the Duke, 
pꝛomiſing that he would returne with his armie. In which, 
while they of Angroign perceiued, that a part ot the armie, 
aſcended the hil ot Tailleret, and the other part had already 
gotte the way, which led to the me dow of Tower(by which 
meanes,they of Angroign might eaſily be encloſed) they 
ſent certain to keep the way: who encountering with their e- 
nimies, obtained the victozie, not one of them being ſo much 
as hurt that day. This trechery, the Loꝛd of Trinity ercu- 
ſed, putting the fault in them of Tailleret who bad lain cer · 
taine of his men in the high way, 


The g ot ouember he vſed the like communication, as 


betoze touching an agreement: ſending loꝛ certaine of An⸗ 
groign, fo that intent,as he pzetended; whom he perſwa- 
ded, in token of obedience,to laye downe their armour, ec. 
Which when they had done, he falſified his pzomile, his ſol⸗ 
diers in the meane time ſpoiling their arinonr. 

A few daies alter, he ſẽt his ſecretary Gaſtãt, to Angroign, 
to make a ful reſolution of p agreement, 5ᷣ the people of An- 
groign ſhold ſue fo2 grace to þ Duke, in ᷣthev had taken vp 


armour foz their defence, ythey ſhould hambly beſerch him 


to giue the liberty to continue in their religion they pꝛofeſ- 


ſed, ic. Whervnto they of S. Ioh, of Roccapiata, ot &. Bartho- 


lome wf Perouſe, W other of the valley of Perouſe,agred. 
Now while they were treating ofthis agreement, the L. of 


Trinity vered cruelly them of Tailleret, pzefending the 


cauſe,fo2 that they came not to this agreement: foz which 


cauſe,his ſouldiers ſpoyled and ſacked moſt lamentably dis 


uers daies together. Al which being done, the L. of Trinity 
cauſed the chiefe of the people to aſſemble together, and de- 
manded 2000- .crowns toward the charges of the Dukes 
maintenace of his armꝑ, againſt the in time paſt: But by the 


means of his ſecretary — was pꝛomiſed au 10 
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fo2 a bztbe, 4000. were cut of: 5 they graunted 16. thou 
ſand, wher col the Duke releaſed the one halfe. 

The poꝛe people being required to pay the 8000. pꝛe⸗ 
ſently, were faine to ſell that they had foz a little to make 
a ſumme: and although the money were paide, yet the army 
retired not but demãded ane w, e fo:ced them to pꝛomiſe the 
payment of 8 coo. crownes: which the Duke releaſed, 
This done, he went about to fleatheir miniſters, but chiefly 
the miniſter of Angroign, whom, when they could not gette, 
they ſpoiled his houſe and burnt his bokes, and ſpoiled 40. 
houſes in Angroign,b2oke their milles, and carried away 
the cozn andmeale, which they found there:and, to be ſhozt, 
the pzactiſes ofcruelty ſhewed vpon the pooze people conti⸗ 
nually, was very ſtrange:as fo2 example,they toke at Tail⸗ 
Odull Gemer, leret, Odul Gemet, a manof ſixtie pers of age, and put him 

to a cruel death ;foz when they had bound him, they toke a 
kindof thing, called in French Eſcarboth, and put them to 
his nauell, couering them with a diche, which within choꝛt 
ſpace pearced into his bellie, and killed him. 

Che meſſengers which were ſent to the Dune, after they 
had beene detained there . werks, and cruelly handled, not- 
withſtanding the miſeries ſuſtained befozs, bꝛought a new 
commaundement, that al muſt go fo maſſe: wherevppon, 
they ſent, and declared their diſtreſſe to them of þ ſame pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion in Daulphin: who bearing therol, io ned them ſelues 
together in league,foz maintenance of the trueth: foz which 
cauſe, certaine ofthe miniſters, and elders of the Church of 
Daulphin, we re ſent to the valley of Luſern: who arriuing 
there at eut᷑ at the village of Boly, woꝛd was bought, that 
ſuch as would not go to maſe,ſhold be condened to be burnt, 
oꝛ ſent to h gallies, which whe they heard, they erhoꝛted one 

another, ſaping:let vs now make ſolemne pꝛoteſtatid, p we 

wil vfferly fozſake » falſe religion of the pope, + that we wil 

ue and die in the conſtant pꝛoleſlion of Gods holy wozde,

to God, which feared more, then any thing els, 
The 18. of Parch,the W „with an armie of 
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- Gre 02 ſeuen thouſand, aſla yled them again, with the gentle. 
menof the countrey;but Gov gaue them vico2ie, after they 
had cried 3.02 4 times, help vs O Lozd. The captain of this 
band was named Baſtian,of Wergil,a man very experte in 
feates of warre. He, at the taking of his ioꝛney thꝛeatned to 
doe great things that day: his hoſtes hearing that,ſatd, Mo- 
ſieur, if our religion be better then theirs, we ſhall baue the 
victozie,els you ſhall not pꝛeuaile. Shoztly after, the Caps 
fain was bought again into his Inne ſo wounded , and ſo 
feble,that he was not like to line ; then ſaid his hoſtes vnta 
him, Monſieur, it is now wel ſeene that their religid is bet⸗ 
ter than ours. After that, being aCapled agatne , they man- 
fully defended themſelues,and had almoſt ſtricken the L. of 
Trinit ie with an harquebuſh , ſoz the ſhot bꝛake the wand 
which he bare in his hand, who ſ&ing his Soldiers in ſuch 
great numbers ſlaine, he wept bitterly . The next dap, one 
of the pꝛintipal captains of the armie, ſurrendꝛed his charge 1 
to the L. ol Trinitie, ſaying vnto him, that he woulde neuer 
fight againſt this people any moze,and ſo departed, 

In that combat there were but 2 .of the Maldois flayn, 
and 2. hurt. Thꝛough the whole countrey of Piedmount, e- 
uery man ſayd, God fighteth foz them: and the Souldiers 
God liabtetd themſlelues confclſed, they were ſo aſtonied, that they could 
foz his people. not ſtrike. £P02eouer,they ſaid, that this people neuer ſhot, 
but they killed, oꝛ hurt. Some others ſaid, that the miniſters 
(by their pzayers)contured-0z bewitched them, x they could 
not fight. And ia trueth. ſuch was the ſucceſſe of this people, 
that only 4. of them were llaine in all theſe conflices, 

The 19.of March, there was a hot ſkirmiſh at Angroign: 
foz 3. companies of ſouldiers went thither to burn al that re- 
mapned:but they were mantullp reſiſted, ſo p they, ſeeing the 
lolle of their men, retired. After p, the L. of Trin.endenozed 
by all falſh od to deſtroy the p people. At fel out. d the L. ot 

Naconus, ſeming to be ſozy foz this war, ſent an honeſt man, 
named Fran, Gilles, to the medow of Tower, to take 1 
w 
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how hee might beſt further the agreement, who hauing 


coniulted with the miniſters 4 rulers, and returning home 
was murthered by two of Angroigne: which greatly gr. 
ued the Waldois, who w2ote to the Loꝛd of Raconis, excu- 
ſing themſelnes, and declaring how it greened them: pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing that they would execute vpon them ſuch Juſtice as 
was net in ſuch a caſe. The L of Racoms wait vnto them 
againe, requit ing that the offenders might be deliuered vn⸗ 
to him: whereunto they anſwered : that vpon 3. conditions 
they ſhould be deliuered. 1. That they ſhould not be copel- 
led to do any thing againſt their conſciences , 4 as touching 
religion nothing ſhould be ſpoken to the, but oat of yp wozdof 
God. 2.That ſpedy tuſlice ſhould be done on the, c therafter, 
this ſhold be no pꝛeiudice to þ liberties 4 pꝛiuiledges of An⸗ 
groign. 3. That the execution ſhould be vpon the boꝛder s of 
Angroign, foz example: this was accepted , and the offen · 
ders deliuered, which did redound greatly fo the commen- | 
dation of the Angroignians. 
After p the L.of Trinity had greatly vered them . and yet 
could not pꝛeuaile, the rulers of the Waldois requeſted 
earneſtly the Loꝛde of Raconis , to pꝛeſent a ſupplication , 
which they had made fo the Daches of Sauoy: wherein 
they declared ß equity of their cauſe,p2oteſting al due obedi⸗ 
ence to þ Duke, their ſoueraign Lo2d:4 if it might be pꝛoued 
25 the woꝛd of god, that they had held any erroz,they would 
(w humble ſub million) receiue coꝛredion, & be refozmed: 
Þiibly beſceching her grace, to appeaſe the diſpleaſure that 
the D. had conceaued againſt them, by the vntrue ſurmiſes 
of their aduerſaries: and it in any thing they had offended, 
they craued his moſt gratious pardõ. About this time, the L. 
of Trinitie was in danger of death by ſickneſſe. Don after 
the ſupplication was delivered, the duches ſent an anſwers ' 
to þ Ualdois, by the L.of Raconis,of hard conditios:as, that

This book did greatly offend the Biſhops, both foz the pꝛo⸗ 
logues, and eſpeciallp, foꝛ a table, called, ot the common pla⸗ 
ces of the Bible, and the ſcriptures, foꝛ the appꝛobation of the 
ſame, and chiefly,about the ſupper of the Lo2d, and pꝛieſts 
marriages,and the maſſe, which there was ſaid not to bee

companie, one 02 two godly learned pꝛeachers:who all eue⸗ 
ry ſeſſion ſhould inſtrua the people in the true docrineof the 
Golpell. To thoſe Commiſſioners were deliuered certaine 
Iniunctions, and Ecclefiaffical lawes:the which they ſhould 
both inquire of, and alſo command in his maieſties name 03 
behalfe : all tending to the aboliſhing of popiſh ſuperſtition, 
and eſtabliſhing of the trueth of the Goſpel: beſides which 
generall Iniunctions, fo2 the eſtate of the whole Realme, 
there were allo certaine others particularly appointed foz

1555 in Smithfield. Bis dwelling was in Dhoꝛ dich, in the Dio-

and was of him moſt cruelly vſed;beaten about the face; and 
parte of his bearde pulled off by Boner, Wherefoze he cau- 
ſed him to be ſhauen', pꝛetending that then he wouldeloke 
like a Catholike . After that, haning with him P. Harpf- 
field, P. Pendleton, Dodoz Chadſey, M. Willerton, and o⸗ 
ther ſtanding by, the Biſhoppe toke Tomkins by the fin- 
gers. and helde his hande directly ouer the flame of a Tay 
per hating thꝛe oz foure werkes: ſuppoſing by the payne 
thereof to terriſie him, and cauſe him to leaue off the pꝛofeſ- 
fionof the trueth.

About the ſame moneth of March, one Rawlins White Rawlins Whix 
a Fiſherman, was burned at Cardiffe,foz the teſtimonie of 
Jeſus. Ye being deſirous of knowledge, (him ſelle not able 
to reade)ſet his ſonne to ſchwle,to learne to reade: and vſed 
to haue him reade vnto him the Scriptures, and other god 
es, Whereby he greatly pꝛoſited in knowledge, and did 
inſtruct, and conuert diners . In which god courſe Father 
Rawlins continued, til at laſt he was taken by theofficers of 
the Towne,as aman ſuſpected of hereſie . Upon which ap- 
pꝛehenſion, he was convented befoze the Biſhoppe of Lan- 
datfe:by whom( after diuers combats) he was committed to 
pꝛiſon in Chepſfowe with ſuch libertie, as Rawlins might, 
(if he would) haue eſcaped : but that not withſtanding, bes 
continued ſtill, and at the laſt was remoued to the Caſtle of 
Cardiff, where be remained a pere, paſſing » time in pꝛaier, 
and erhoztationto his frame, the that came to viſt him:

gaine; and after exhoztationfo recant,he p:occdeth to ths 
ſentence of condemnation: ſauing befoze he ſaid, he wonlds 
p2ay foz Rawlins, that God would ſende (ome ſparke-of 
grace vpon him. I thanke you hartely foz your gentieneſle 


(ſapth Rawlins) and if ſo be that your requeſt he godly,and 


lawfull, and that'you pzay as you ſhould pay, without all 
doubt God will heare you- And therefoze my Lozd,go to:do 
you p2ay to your God, and J will pzay to my God, J know 
that my God wil both hearemy pꝛaxer, and perfourme my 


deſire. 

After pꝛaper the Biſhop ſaide, Now Rawlins , how is if 
with the? gc. Surely (ſaid he) my Lozd, Rawlins you left 
me,and Rawlins you finde me. and by Gods grace Rawlins 
A will continue. Certainly if your petitions had beene god, 
and lawfull , God would haue heard them: but you honcur 


bath not God graunted your deſire . But J am a poꝛe ſim⸗ 
ple man, as you ſ&,and God hath heard my complaint: and 
A truſt he will frengthen me in his owne cauſe . When 
their pzaper would not pꝛeuaile, they aduiſed to ſay a maſſe, 


to ſ& what that would wozke. Jn the meane time Rawlins 


betoke him to pꝛaper in a ſecrete place, till ſuch time as the 
Pꝛieſt came fo the ſacring . When Rawlins heard the ſas 
cring bell ring. he roſe out of his plate, and came to the quirs 
doze, and ſtanding a while , turned him ſelfe to the people, 
ſpeaking theſe woꝛdes: Cod people, if there be af the kan 
but one bꝛother among.you , the ſame one ſhall beare wit⸗ 
nefe of thang of anus that J bowe not to this Jdoll, 
meaning the hoſt that the Pꝛieſt helde ouer his head. paſſe 
being ended, and Rawlins perliſting conſtant, the Biſhopps 
* and 3 _ 
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ſeth him to be carried againe to Carditfe, there to be put in- 
to the pꝛiſon of the to wone, called Clockemacell, a very dark 
lothſome, and moſt vile pꝛiſon: where Rawlins paſſed ths 
time inſinging of Pſalmes. 

About the oz foure werkes after, he hauing intelligence 
that his tyme of death dzewe nere, ſendeth f@zthwith to 
bis wife, and willeth her by the nieſenger, that in any wiſe 
garments , meanyng a ſhirte, which afterwarde her was ding garmics. 
barned in. Whiche was accompliſhed accozdpng to his 
mynde 

Now apparelled in his wedding garments, when p houre 
was come, and he paſſed to his death, in the way his paze 
wife and childzen ſtod wirping, and making lamentation: 
which lo pearced his heart, that hee let fall feares from 
bis eyes : but ſoone after, as though he had miſtiked his in- 
firmitie, beg anne tobe angry with himlelfe: inſomuch that 
ſkriking his b2elt with his hande, her ved theſe woꝛdes: 
Ah fleſh, ſtapeſt thou me ſo? wouldeſt thou faine pzenaile? Nan | 
Well, A tell the, do what thou cantt, thou ſhalt not by manche muten 
Gods grace haue the vicozie. By this time hie came to 
the ſtake, and going towards it, he fell down vpon his knees 
and kiſſed the ground: and in riũing againe, the earth a 
little ticking on his face, he ſaide theſe woꝛds: Earth vnto 
earth and duſt vnto duſt ; thou art my mother, and to thes 
hall A returne, Then went he cherefully, and very ioy⸗ 
fully ta the Fake , and ſet his backe cloſe thereunto : and 
when her had fade there a while, he caſt his eye vpon ths 
Repozfer of this iſttay, calling him vnto him, and ſayde, 
I fele a great fighting betwixt the Fleſhe and the Spirit: 
and the Fleſhe woulde very fayne haue his ſwinge, and 
therefoze J pꝛaꝝ vou when pou ſie me any thing tempted, 
holde your finger vp to me, and J truſt J ſhall remember 
my lelfe. After the Smith had made him faſt tothe Stake, 
actoꝛding as he had required him, being alrayde 3 
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inden eee wod to him with 
ſtrawe and reede,) her himſelle as farre as hi could reach, 
would catcht the ſame , and very cheerefully diſpoſed it as 
bout his bodie. When all thinges were readie, then ſtept 
bp a Pꝛieſt, addzeſſing himſelfe to ſpeake, and to peruert 
the people. Which when Rawlins percetued, hee beckened 
with his hand to the people, and ſaid : come hither god pes. 
ple, and heare not a falſe pꝛophet pꝛeach. And then ſaid vnto 
the pꝛeacher: oh thou nanghtie bypocrite,doſt thou pzeſums 
to pzoue thy falſe dodrine by Scripture? Loke in the text 

what followeth : did not Chꝛiſt ſay, do this inremembzancs 
ol mer: after which woꝛdes the Pꝛieſt beyng amazed, held 
bis peace Then ſome that ſtod by,cried: put te fire,put to 
fire : which being put to; he bathed his handes ſo long in the 
flame, till the ſine wes ſh2unke, and the fatte dzopped away; 
and once he did as it were wipe his face with one of them. 
All this while(which was ſomewhat lang) he cried with a 
loud voice: O Lo2d reteiue my ſoule; vntill he could not o- 
pen his mouth. Ve unn. ſame time of his death, about 
60. pteres ot age. 

About this time, Anno 1 555. the 28. of arch. Qutene 

Marie was fully reſalued, and declared ſo much to foure ot 
ber Counſell, to reſtoze the Abbey landes againe to the 
Church. And the moneth beloꝛe, the 19. of Febꝛuarie, ths 
Bilhoppe of Ely , with the Lozd Pontague , and viyg, ſcoze 
boſe, were ſent as Ambaſſadozsfrom the king 4 Quene, 
vnto Nome: very likelp,foz the cauſe of Abbey landes,as it 
appeareth by the ſequele . Foz it was not long after, but 
the Pope did ſet fw2th in paint,a Bull ofexcommunication, 
foz all manner ſuch perſons without exception, that kept ae 
The P.excom- n of the Church landes. And allo, all ſuchas did not put the

An other time milling his cold Peacocke , moſt hozribly 3 "Wo 
blaſphemyng God, he bꝛake into a rage. Wherevpon when cock. r 
one of his cardinals ſitting by, laboꝛed to pacific him; what IR 


(ſaid Iulius yPope) if God was ſo angry fo2 one apple. that 
& calf our firlt parents out of Paradice therefoze : why aviatyhemous 
map not J being his vitar, be angry then foꝛ my Peacocke, Pope. 
ſithence a Peacocke is a greater matter then an apple? Nœ | 
confirmed the idoll of Lauretane. 
Upon Sh2oueſunday, which was about the iij.of March, 
the ſame peere a pꝛeſt in Kent, named Nightingall, parſon 
of Crondall beũdes Canturburp, reiopcing at the alteration 
ok religion, and reading to the people the popes Bull of par- 
don that was ſent into England, he ſayd,he thanked God 
that euer he had lined to ſ& that daie: adding mo2eouer, 
that he beleeued that by the vertue of that Bull, he was as 
cl:ere of ſinne as the night that he was boꝛne: and immedi⸗ 
atiy vpon the ſame fell ſuddenly downe out of the Pulpit, Gods tavge. 
and neuer ſtirred hand noꝛ fot, but ſo died. Teſtiſied by Ro- ment. 
bert Auſten of Cartham, who both heard and ſaw the ſame: 
and it is witneſſed alſo of the whole country round about. 
Jn the moneth of Apꝛill and the ſecond day, Iohn Aw. 
cocke died in pꝛyſon, and was buried in the ſieldes. 
The firſt of Apꝛill Anno 15 5 5. a letter was ſent to the 
Shiriffe of Rent, to appꝛehend Thomas Woodgate, and 
William Maynard fo2 pzeachyng ſecretly,and to ſend them 
vp to the Counſell . The vy.-day of the ſame moneth was 
ſent another letter to the ſatd Shiriffe, foz the appꝛehenſion 
of one Hardwich , who went about with a boy with him, 
pꝛeaching from place to place. 
The fiftenth of Apꝛill, a letter was directed to Sir Ni- 
cholas Hare, and ſir 1 homas Cornewallis, willing them to 
examine aiſter Flowre alias Branch, what her meant to 9. time, 


were about his necke wzitten Deum time, Vitium fuge 2 And vitium fuge,

whom elſe he knew to weare the like: pzaping them alſo to 
ſpeake to Boner B. of London, ſpedely to pzoceede agaynſt 
him foz his Religion, accoꝛding to the Lawes, and that the 
Juſtices of peace of Middleſex, ſhould likewiſe p2ocede a- 
gainft him foꝛ ſhedding of bloud in the Church, accoꝛding to 
the Sfatute:ſo as if hee continue in his opinion hee might be 
executed, at the fartheſt by the latter end of this werke: and 
that his right hand the day befoze his execution, oz the 
Came day might be ſtricken of. 

The two and twentith of Apꝛill there was a letter ſent 
to the Juſtices of peace of Middleſex, with a wzit foz the ex- 
ecution ofthe ſaid Flower. 

The xrix, of Apꝛill Maiſter Robert Hornbye ſeruaunt 
then to the Ladie Elizabeth, was conuented befoze the 
Counſell foz his religion, and conſtantly ſtanding thereto, 
was commited to the Þarſhalſca. 

Anno r 5 5 F. the rriiij. of Apzill George Marth ſuffered 
molt conſtantly at Wincheſter foz the teſtimonie of the 
truth, Foz a white he was Curate to Laurence Saunders:in 
which condition he continued foz a ſpace. But at length by 
detection of certaine aduerſaries, he was app2ehended and 
kept in cloſe pꝛyſon by George Cotes then Biſhop of Che- 
ſter. in ſtraight pꝛiſon in Cheſter in the biſhops houſe about 
the ſpace of foure moneths, beyng not permitted to haue re- 
teefe and comfoꝛt of his freends. 

The Wedneſday befoze Palmeſunday , he voluntarily 
pꝛeſented himſelfe(being ſought fo2)befoze Palter Barton, 
who ſent him the next day befoze the Earle of Darbie and 
bis Counſell at Latha. Where appearing befoze them, and 


not anſwering to their contentment touching the Sacra- 


ment of the Altar, he was committed to ward in a cold wide 
ſtone houſe: where he lay two nights without any bed, ſa⸗ 
uing a few canuaſſe tentclothes, and a paire of ſhets with- 
out wollen clothes: and ſo continued he till Palmeſunday, 
beyng occupied in pzayer and godly meditation. FAY 
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On Palmſunday at after dinner, he appeared again: and 
comming with the Uicar of Pꝛeſcot, the Uicar made repoꝛt 
to the Earle, that :he anſwer which he made, was ſufficient 
fo2 à beginner, vnto ſuch time as he ſhould learne farther. 
Where with the Earle was very well pleaſed: and ſo after 
few woꝛds, commanded he ſhould haue a bed, with fire, and 

liberty to go among his ſeruants, ſo he would not hurt them 

with his communication. 

Thus he departed moꝛe troubled then befoze, becauſe he 
had not with moꝛe boldnes confeſſed Chzift:but in ſuch ſoꝛt 
as the aduer ſaries thought they might pꝛeuaile againſt him. 
So he pꝛaied to God foz moze ſtrength. And after a day oz 
two,confeſſed moꝛe plainly, and moze boldly in ſuch ſozt, as 
the Uicar was not well pleaſed. 

After which, within a day oꝛ two came to him againe . 

Moore, bꝛinging with him certaine articles, wher vnto Da- 

ſtoꝛ Crome had ſubſcribed in the dates of king Henrie the 
vin. requiring hun alſo to ſubſcribe: whereto he would in no 
ſoꝛt agree, and ſo he departed. Mithin a. ſhoꝛt ſpace after, on 
ſh2ouethurſeday, the Uicar ſent foꝛ him againe, ſaying :my 
Lo2d would be at a ſhoꝛt point with him, if he woulde not 
ſubſcribe to 4.articles: wherof thz& tended to the maſſe, and 
the fourth touching confeſſion, 

Theſe articles he denied to ſubſcribe vnto, and was com- 
mitted to the Pozters ward: where he continued till Low- 
funday. Dn which day after dinner, his kerper Richard Scot 

fignified vnto him, that 2. young men came to carrie him to 

1 Aancaſter. Ando was he carried thither by them: and ap- 

peared at the ſeſlions among malefacto2s,and was thꝛiſe ars 
raigned among therues, with vꝛons on his fete: and with 


boldnes confeſſed Chꝛiſt 
Ulithin few daies after, Marſh was remoued from Li- 


caſter, and comming to Cheſter, was ſent foz of D. Cotes, 
the 1B.to appeare befoze him in his hall, no body being pꝛe⸗ 


ſent but they twaine. Where the B. communed with him, 
KK 2 and 
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and laboured to peruert him: but all in vaine. And after he 
hao taken his pleaſure in puniſhing him, and reuiling him, 
he cauſed him to be bꝛought foꝛth into a chappet1 in the Cas 
thedꝛall church in Cheſter, called our Ladies Chappel, be- 
foze him, at two of the clocke in the after none: who was 
there placed in achaire fo2 that purpoſe, and Fulke Dutton 
maioꝛ of that citie D. Wall, and other pꝛieſts aſſiſting him. 
And after they had cauſed him to take an othe, they mini⸗ 
ſtred articles vnto him. To which he anlwered accoꝛding 
to the doctrine taught in king Edwards dates: which being 
regiſtred, he was returned againe to his pꝛiſon. Mithin 
thꝛer werkes after he appeared againe:and after many vain. 
perſwaſions to recant , he receiued ſentence of condemna⸗ 
tion, and was carried away, and put into a darke p2iſon, 
where he had mal comfoꝛt of any creature til his death. Pet 
ſome of the citizens that feared God, would comfozt him at 
a hole in a wall of the citie, and giue him money, 

Whenthe day appointed came that he ſhould ſuffer: y ſhe⸗ 
riffes of the city, Amry t Cooper, with their officers tooke 
him out ot py Nozthgate where he was pꝛiſoner, who came 
with the moſt meekly with a locke on his fot, 4 being at the 
place of his death, he refuſed the pardon of the Queen, which 
was offred him if he would recant. Mhich be ſaid he would 
gladly accept: but fozaſmuch as it tended to plucke him frõ 
God, he would not receiue it vpon ſuch condition, So after he 
had pꝛaied, he put off his clothes to his ſhirt, t being faſtned 
to the poſt, by reaſon the fire was vnſkilfully made, he ſuffe⸗ 
red with great patience grieuous toꝛment. So that when he 
had a long time bin toꝛmented in thefire without mouing, 
hauing his fleſh ſo b2oyled and puft vp, that it couered the 
chaine wher with he was faſtned: hee therefoze was ſuppo⸗ 
ſed to be dead. Notwithſtanding ſodainly he ſpꝛead abꝛoade 


A great pati. ſo pelded. Upon this p people ſaid, he was amarty2.And the 
Biſh. to quiet nn. after made a * 
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that he was an Heretike, gc. and a firebꝛand in hell. Mhom 
inrecompence not long after, the hand of God did ſo ſkrike, 
that hee dyed ( as it was thought) burned of an Parlotte. 
_ Martir did wzite diners and ſundꝛie bwkes out of 
pꝛiſon. 
The rxiii ol Apꝛill, William Flower, ſometime a Ponke 
of Eiy,and a Pꝛieſt, but afterward being married, liued by 
teaching of childzen , was put fo death fo2 the teſtimony of 
the trueth, and had his hand firſt ſtricken of, fo2 ſtriking a 
Pꝛieſt ſaying maſſe. Comming from Lambeth (where he 
dWwelt)about tenne o2 eleucnof the clocke in the fozenone, 
into Saint Pargarets Church at Weſtminſter : where he 
finding and ſering a pꝛieſt, called Iohn Cheltam, miniſtring 
the Sacrament of tho Altar to the people, there with being 
offended in his conſcience, did ſtrike and wounde him vpon 
the head, and alſo vpon the arme and hande with his wod- 
knife: the Pꝛieſt hauing the ſame time in his hand a Chal⸗ W. Flower 
lice, with certaing conſecrated holtes therein, which were woundeth a 
ſpzinckled with the blond of the fame Pzielt. Which ace he alen at make. 
him ſelfe after confeſſed to haue bene euil done, and there- 
fo:e would ſubmit himſelfe to the puniſhment : but as con⸗ 
cerning his beleefe in the Sacrament, he would not ſubmit 
himſelfe to the Popilh adminiſtration , 
Upon this ate William Flower being firſt appꝛehended, 
was laid in the Gatehouſe at Meſtminſter, where he had 
giuen two groates beſoꝛe, the ſame day to one:ſaping, hee 
would ſhoztly come to him with as many Irons as he could 
beare. After ward he was conuented befoze Boner his Oꝛz- 
dinarie, the rix.of Apzilrz 5 5 . Where (after the Biſhop had 
ſwoꝛne him vpon a boke, accoꝛding to his oꝛdinarie maner) 
he miniſtred Articles vnto him, and laboured at thꝛe ſeue- 
rall appearings, to reduce Flower to his ſuperſtition from 
the trueth of the Goſpell. To whom when Flower anſwe- 
red:do what you will, J am at a poynt,foz the heauens ſhall 


aſſone nn. wil fozſake mine opinion, c. The Biſhop 
KK 3 called 
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called fo depolſtions of certaine 'witnetles, and pzonoun- 
ced ſentence againſt him. 

Upon the xxiiij. day of Apꝛil he was bꝛought to the place 
of Martirdome, which was in Saint Pargarets Church- 
parde at Weſtminſter, where the fact was committed. And 
there comming to the ſtake whereat he ſhoulde bee burned; 
firſt he maketh his pꝛaier vnto God, with a confeſſion of the 
Chziſtian faith. At the ſtriking off of his hand he did not 
once ſhꝛinke, but once he ſtirred a little his ſhoulders. And 
thus fire was ſet vnto him, who burning there, cried with a 
loud voice th2& times: Oh Sonne of God, haue mercy vp- 
on me, And when his voice fapled he held vp his armes, till 
he died, being ſtricken downe foz wante of fire ſufficient, 
(where his nether partes were burned) yethe being in the 
fire, his tongue moued in his head, 

The iy.of Pay, a letter was ſent to George Colt, and T. 
Daniel, to make ſearch foz,and to appꝛehend I. Bernard and 
I. Welch, who vſed to repaire to Sudburte : and carrying a- 
bout with them the bones of Pigot that was burned ſhe wed 
them to the people, perl wading them to be conſtant in his 
religion. This day St. Aps was conunitted to little eaſe in 
the Tower, there ta remaine two oz thx dayes,vntill furs 
ther examination. 

The ry. day, Palter I. Roſſe Pzeacher, was by the coũ⸗ 
ſels letters, deliuered from the Tower, to the Sheriffe of 
Nozfolke , to be deliuered to the B. of Nozwich, to reduce 
him to recant,oz to pꝛoctede againſt him accoꝛding to law. 

The xvj. day a letter was ſent to p L.treaſozer,ſignifying 
what the Lo2ds had done ſoꝛ Roſſe, and that o2der ſhould be 
geuen accoꝛding to his Loꝛdſhips requeſt, fo; letters to the 
Biſhops. And as fo; Aps / whom the Lieftenant of the To- 
wer repozted to be mad) his L. perteiuing the ſame to be 
true, ſhould commit him to Bedlem, and there to remayne 
vntill their further oꝛder. 

The xx. a letter was ſent tothe U. Treaſozer, to con⸗ 
tens 
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fer with the B. of London , and the Juſtices of peace in that 
Cduntie where they were to be executed, that were alrea- 
die condemned ſoz religion, and vpon agreement of places, 
to giue oꝛder foz their execution accozdingly. 1 
The 28. a letter was ſent to the I. Cteaſuroz, to cauſe {tp ive. 
ſperdy pꝛeparation to be made of ſuch monx, as was appoin / ;ance of chilu. 
ted fo2 ſuch perſons as ſhould carrie the iopfull tidinges of 
Nucﬀne Maries god deliuerance of childe. 
| Che 29. day was a letter directed fo ſtr Frauncis Ingle- 
f field, to make ſcarch fo2 one Iohn D. at London, and to aps 
| pꝛehend him, and ſend him to the Counſell, and to make 
f ſearch foꝛ ſuch papers and bokes as might touch the lame 
| D o one nger, 
Upon the 30, day of Map ſuffered together in Smith- 
| field lohn Cardmakerotherwiſe called Taylor, pꝛeben da- 
| rieof the Church of Mels, and John Warne vpholſter,of 
the pariſh of Saint lohn in Walbzake , Cardmaker was 
an obſeruant Frier, afterward a married miniſter, and in 
King Edwardes dapes appoynted to bee reader in Paules. 
Where the Papiſtes were ſo much greeued at him foz his 
doctrine, that in his reading they cut e mangled his gowng 
with their kniues. He beyng appꝛehended in the begin» 
ning of Querne Maries dapes, with Maiſter Barlow biſhop 
ol Bath was bꝛought to London and laped in the Flete: 
King Edwards lawes yet beyng in foce till the Parlement 
er e deliuered the 15iſhops authozitie , and power 
epzofelſo:s of the Goſpell. At which time theſe two 
b;ought befoꝛe Wincheſter e other comilſioners, 
2 anſwered in ſuch ſozt vnto the, that Wincheſter with 
bis fellow commiſſioners allowed them fo catholicke,glad 
to hauca foꝛged example of a ſhzinking bꝛother: which alſo 
they obiected againſt others, commending the ſoberne — 
2 to the Fleete. From whence he afterward — | 
lyered,did by exile conſtantly beare witneſſe to the truth. - g 
A4 Cardunaker 
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made a long pꝛaper in ſilence to 
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Cardmaker was conueved to the Counter in 5zedftrete;

To the ſame pꝛiſon where Cardmaker was, Laurence 
Saunders was bꝛought, after ſentence of death was giuen 
againſt him, ę they had great comfoꝛt one of another. After 
whoſe departure Cardmaker remained alone, bapted of the 
Papiſtes, Againſt whom Docoz Martine foke vpon him to 
be ache&fs dwer by wziting , whome Cardmaker did ſubs 
fantiallyconfute . When the Biſhop perceiued no hope ta 
peruert theſe conſtant ſeruants of God, hee pꝛonounced ſen⸗ 
tence againſt them. And vpon the xxx. day of Maie, Iohn 
Cardmaker with Iohn Warne were bzought by the Shi⸗ 
riffes to y place where they ſhouldſuffer- Mho being come 
to the ſtake ; firſte the @hiritfes called Cardmaker aſide, 
and falked with him ſecretly , ſo long that in the meane 
time Warne had made his pꝛapers, was chayned'to the

M. Ridley lap, and offered him the Qucenes pardon, ik hee 
would recant. Which he refuſing to do, they pꝛoterded to diſ⸗ 
grade him, would haue had him put on the ſurplice himſelf, 
but he would not: and while he ſpake againſt that Romiſh 
apparel( as he called it,) one Edridge the reader of the greek 
lequre, gaue counſel he ſhould be gagged.

And after much rai⸗ 
ling againſt him, and many thꝛeatenings, they ſent hum fo 
the B. of Londons Colehouſe, where he found Tho. Whit- 
tle Pꝛieſt, in the tockes:who once ( thꝛough infirmitie ) had 
relented to the Papiſtes, but fæling remozſe and toꝛment 
in his conſcience, went to the B Regiſter, deſiring to ſe his 
bill againe. Which-as ſone as he had reteiued, he fare in 
peetes: and after that was iopfull. t receiued comfozt.Uhe 
the B. heard thereof, he beate him, and pulled a greate pece 
of his beard from his face, and caſt hun into pꝛiſan.
